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Packers 
to limit 


on Green 

Proposals from the Euclid Avenue 
Orange Association have renewed 
hope that the Upland packing 
house’s relations with its neighbors 
may return to something resembl- 
ing peaceful coexistence. 

William Tilden — an attorney who 
is a Major shareholder in the pack- 
ing house and sits on its board of 
directors — told the Upland City 
Council Nov. 7 that the firm plans to 
take several steps to reroute truck 
traffic and its accompanying noise 
and pollution away from Euclid 
Place residents who have complain- 
ed before the council. 

Council members had previously 
criticized the firm as unresponsive 
to residents’ complaints, and Coun- 
cilman Hal Bailin warned represen- 
tatives of the packing house Oct. 17 
that they were negotiating for the 
very existence of the business.”’ 

City Attorney Donald Maroney 
had said the noise — squeaking con- 
veyor belts and the roar of diesel 
trucks with refrigeration units — 
along with early morning loading 
might be considered a public 
nuisance. 

Residents’ complaints have 
diminished recently due to the 
current lull in packing - house 
operations. Tilden said business — 
which he called ‘‘cyclical’’ for the 
firm that packs oranges, grapefruits 
and tangeloes (a crossbreed) for 
shipment — would not pick up again 
until March. 

The key solution to easing the 
firm’s impact on Euclid Place 
residents would move most truck 
traffic to the north side of the pack- 
ing house, away from Euclid Place 
residents who live south and west of 
the facility. 
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plan measures 


Tilden said the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad, whose 
tracks run just north of the building, 
has informally agreed to permit 
construction of a new access drive 
on its right - of - way. 

“We feel this would eliminate 
most of the traffic on Euclid 
Place,’’ Tilden said. 

However, he added that the new 
access way faced possible ‘‘snags’”’ 
if the state Public Utilities Commis- 
sion (PUC) required a formal, 
written agreement with the 
railroad. 

Maroney — who called the 
northern access way a solution that 
is ‘more than we hoped for, really” 
— said this week a field 
representative from the California 
Department of Transportation 
(Caltrans) has indicated that 
railroad and the packing house may 
not need PUC approval. 

He told the council PUC approval 
could take eight or nine months. The 
city attorney added that Caltrans of- 
ficials would need to study drawings 
of the access drive and its proximity 
to the railroad’s right - of - way 
before deciding whether the PUC 
would review the proposal 

Maroney said that a portion of the 
proposed access way off Euclid 
Avenue would be on the railroad 
right - of - way. He noted that 
Caltrans would also consider the 
Short road’s impact on Euclid 
Avenue traffic, particularly with the 
railroad crossing just north — 


between Stowell and A streets — of 
the plant. 

Maroney is scheduled to report on 
progress of the access - way 
proposal at the council’s meeting 
Dec. 5. 

Tilden said the noisy conveyor

belts have been repaired and that if 
the northern access drive were ap- 
proved, the firm would fence off its 
southern property line. 

“No parking’ signs have been 
posted along most of the southern 
face of the building and by 
residents’ homes directly across 
from the packing house on the south 
side of Euclid Place. 

Tilden sought assurance from the 
council that the proposals he outlin- 
ed would satisfy its concern. 

“This is a significant expenditure 
for the company,’’ he explained, 
placing the cost at $15,000 - $25,000. 

“What we do not want to do is 
commit ourselves to spending that 
kind of money unless it’s going to be 
something that’s going to ‘solve the 
problem,’’’ he said. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas called 
the northern access way ‘‘a great 
improvement’? and other council 
members concurred. 

However, Bailin added, ‘‘This is 
something we’ll have to keep look- 
ing at from time to time.” 


With most truck traffic diverted 
to the north side of the building, 
Maroney said, “I think I’d be hard - 
pressed to show public nuisance.” 


Premo Valle, who has acted as the 
major representative of the Euclid 
Place residents, said the proposed 
access way would solve most, but 
not all, of the residents’ complaints.

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Recording for Blind 
conference reported 


Volunteers and members of the 
béard of directors, Pomona Valley 
Unit, Recording for the Blind, Inc., 
heard Marjorie Stoddard, unit 
president, give a report on the 
annual conference of RFB at the 
New York headquarters. 


The recent meeting was held at 
the McAlister Center, Claremont, 
where the RFB’s Pomona Valley 
Unit studio is located. 


Mrs. Stoddard said Stuart 
Carothers’ report as executive 
director revealed the use of tapes is 
up 9.8 percent with a circulation all 
over the United States of 89,000 
tapes. He also said one out of every 
seven cassette requests are from 
the non-visually handicapped. 
Carothers said, according to Mrs. 
Stoddard, cassette requests in 1976 
were at 48 percent while in 1977, 
requests have reached 78 percent. 


The executive director also 
reported the year ended with the 
RFB having a $400,000 surplus, and 
this plus endowment income would 
support RFB for a year. 


Mrs. Stoddard said the 
computerization at ‘the national 
headquarters is about half finished. 
She said eventually, the computer 





will process from receipt of request 
through copying from master tapes, 
printing in ink and Braille, doing all 
paper work. ‘‘This may cut 
production time by 48 hours per 
order,”’ Mrs. Stoddard said. 


She also said the national 
headquarters is outgrowing the 
space it has, but they do not want to 
move. To provide more space, 


electrically moveable shelves will 
be installed so only one aisle in the 
stacks is needed. Aisles will open up 
electrically to the place where one 
needs to go to find a tape, or tapes. 


Mrs. Stoddard said it was good 
news to learn the headquarters will 
absorb half the cost of unit audits, 
and will pick up half the cost for 
master cassettes (about 90 cents), 
so units will only have to pay $1. 
Another financial benefits to units, 
according to Mrs. Stoddard 
headquarters will equalize expenses 
of unit conference  tranportation 
costs over $200. She said there may 
be a studio directors’ conference 
only on alternate years.

Two factors - special 
need and foot growth - indi- 
cate when a parent should 
Purchase new shoes for the 
child 

In the former situation - 

buying new shoes for a 
special need or situation - 
you are usually most con- 
cerned with the shoes 
themselves. That is, when 
Back-to-School, Easter, 
Confirmation, parties and 
the like roll around, your 
decision is largely go- 
verned by the style, utility, 
or condition of the child’s 
present shoes. If the pres- 
ent shoes aren't right, then 
a trip to the store is need- 
ed. 
The second, and really 
more important, type of 
shoe buying decision re- 
lates to goot growth. Since 
it cannot be pinpointed to a 
special date or event, it’s 
easy to overlook. Neverthe- 
less, it must be observed 
because feet are growing 
between special events. 

Generally, there are 
three ways you can become 
aware of outgrown shoes - 
(1) by visual inspection, (2) 
when the child complains, 
and (3) when the shoe re- 
tailer sends you a notice 
that the shoes should be in- 
spected. 

While a parent can't 
always be sure a child has 
or hasn’t outgrown a pair of 
shoes from visual inspec- 
tion, a periodic examination 
of his shoes is a good idea. 
Generally, a child has out- 
grown them if the toes 
touch or nearly touch the 
end of the shoe. If the toe 
cap is starting to press 
down on the toes, this is an- 
other growth sign. Even 
general loss of shape can 
be good indication of out- 
grown shoes 

lf the child complains, 
you have a very good idea 
that the shoes are out- 
grown. Usually, both the 
feet and shoes start to ad- 
just to each other as the 
former get too big and the 
latter get too small. While 
leather can be stretched 
and feet crowded into a 
small space, this certainly is 
going to cause future prob- 
lems for that child’s feet. 

Finally, you'll find that 
many retailers of juvenile 
shoes keep record cards 
on file indicating the date of 
each customer's visit and a 
record of the shoe sizes 
purchased. At a given time 
after the purchase those re- 
tailers will send a notice to 
you indicating that it is quite 
possible that the child may 
have outgrown his shoes.

Zahi Hawwass, first 
inspector of antiquities of 
the Giza Pyramids, will 
speak at an all-day seminar 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Nov. 26 
in Upland. His talks will be 
entitled ‘‘Pyramid Pilgrims 
Throughout the Ages’’ and 
“The Sphinx and its 
Secrets.” 

Hawwass will speak at 
Astara, 800 W. Arrow 
Highway, corner of San 
Antonio Avenue. The public 
is invited to attend. 

Hawwass will outline the 
historical and 
archaeological background 
of the pyramids and 
sphinxes of Egypt, discuss 
the origins and religious 
significance of these 
structures as the ancients 
saw them in their own time, 
the current attitudes of 
archaeologists about their 
origins and purposes, and 
will also present personal 
opinions based on his 
expertise and first-hand 
experience in seeing to 
their preservation. 

There will be a slide 
the 
continuing excavation he is 
directing at Kom Abou 
Bellou on the Nile Delta. 
Kom, Abou Bellou is the 
cemetery site for the 


ancient town of 
Terenouthis, an important 
center of the Greco-Roman 
period. 

Hawwass will also show 
slides of recent discoveries 
made near the pyramids, 
and discuss the future 
directions of archaeology in 
Egypt. 

Hawwass graduated from 
Alexandria University at 
age 20 with a degree in 
Greek and Roman aart, 
archaeology, and philology. 
The following year he 
became director of the 
Tuna el Gabel-Ashmunein 
excavations, and at age 27 
was appointed first 
inspector of antiquities of 
the pyramids at Giza. 


He has made 
presentations at the 
Smithsonian Institute, the 
Stanford Research Institute 
and at Yale University.

Lilies grow with flow, 
conserve garden water 


Planting water lilies in a water 
garden or fish pond helps conserve 
water, says Bill Uber of the Van 
Ness Water Garden in Upland. 

Pond water loss due to evapora- 
tion is considerably reduced by 
spreading the large lily pads over 
the surface. Seventy per cent 
coverage cuts water transpiration in 
half, he explained. 

It may be hard to believe but it 
takes less water to keep a pond than 
to continually water a lawn,” says 
Carol Uber. 

““A well-constructed pond needs 
only topping-off to replace water 
lost through evaporation. During 
hot, windy weather this could be a 
couple of inches a week, at other 
times less. One couldn’t keep a lawn 
very green under such conditions 
with that amount of water,’ she 
said. 

Bill and Carol Uber, third genera- 
tion owners of the Van Ness Water 
Gardens, are experienced in water 
garden and fish pond development. 

“Some people think a pond is a 


water hole with a couple of lily pads 
floating on top,’’ Mrs. Uber said. 

But most people who visit this 
commercial water garden, one of 
four in the country, realize they are 
creating a very delicate balance in 
nature. 

“To have a successful pond you 
need to work with nature,” she said. 
‘People have to realize a pond is an 
individual unit. Adding or removing 
anything from the pond affects the 
pond’s cycle of life.” 

There is interaction between 
plants and fish in a pond, each 
providing life support for the other. 

An ecologically balanced pond is 
not necessarily difficult or expen- 
sive to achieve, explained Uber. 

After the initial breaking-in period 
of about three months, water gar- 
dens are easy to maintain, he said. 

There are portable pools available 
for those with limited outdoor gar- 
dening space. 

Concrete is. no longer 
essential in pond beds. With a 
seepage inhibiter, one can seal a 


1000-gallon pond for around $14. 

/ in pond beds. With a seepage in- 
hibiter, one can seal a 1000-gallon 
pond for around $14. 

Polyvinyl chloride (PVC) liners 
are another option. Length of life is 
comparable to concrete construc- 
tion with an additional benefit of be- 
ing able to conform to the pond’s 
bottom and sides. 

“A well-balanced water garden 
teems with life,’’ said Uber. 

Besides water lilies and fish, one 
can enjoy lotus plants, water pop- 
pies, watercress, water irises and 
other flowering plants. 

Because the humidity around 
ponds is high, ferns, bromeliads and 
orchids thrive. 

Birds and insect-controlling frogs 
and dragonflys are also attracted to 
the water’s edge. 

Ponds serve many useful purposes 
in the garden. Bill Uber points out 
one of the most important reasons 
for having one. ‘On a scorching 
summer afternoon nothing beats 
relaxing around a nice cool pool.”’ 


Senior citizens 
go into scouting 


Has an 85 - year old Girl Scout 
been to your home selling cookies? 


Probably not, because residents ot 
Pilgrim Place, Claremont, where 
one of two senior citizen Girl Scout 
troops in the nation exist, told the 
ladies in green they prefer younger 
girls canvassing their 
neighborhoods selling the 
traditional tasty treats. 


But that doesn’t damper the 
enthusiasm of the nine members of 
the troop. They do everything else 
just like a regular Girl Scout troop. 


They sit in a horseshoe circle 
while conducting meetings, bedeck- 
ed in the traditional green uniform, 
take part in candle lighting 
ceremonies for investitures, go on 
outings and have ‘‘dreams.”’ 


The troop’s major dream is to 
visit ‘‘La Cabana’ international 
Girl Scout House in Mexico. 


Maybe part of the weekly dues of 
25 cents will help pay for the trip, 
‘But it isn’t likely,” said a 76 - year 
old member. ‘‘We’ll have to raise 
money some other way too.” 


None of the members are novices 
when it comes to travel, however. 


As residents of Pilgrim Place, a 
retirement community for retired 
missionaries and other religious 
workers, six of them served 20 or 
more years as missionaries in 
China, Japan and India. 


And all aren’t new to scouting. 
Buddy Price Russell, leader of the 
group, is celebrating her 58th year 
in that organization. She belonged 


as a youth, then was a leader and. 


later was instrumental in starting 
the senior citizen troop. 


All of the women, except one, 
Theodora Cobb, whom others in the 
troop refer to as ‘‘the tenderfoot,”’ 
have been in Girl Scouts some time 
in their lives. 

But even though they are an of- 


ficial troop, chartered in June of 
1976, with the troop number 676 
(taken from the charter date) 
Russell said national headquarters 
in New York doesn’t quite know 
what to make of them. 


They have no set program, ear- 
ning badges and awards, but rather, 
“We're a pilot program, creating as 
we go,” Russell said. 


They like their independence. As 
one octogenarian said, ‘‘Nobody 
comes and tells us what to do and we 
don’t work from any handbook.” 


But the group is involved in help- 
ing other conventionally aged scout 
troops in the Spanish Trails Council, 
with which they’re affiliated. 


All ot the women are considered 
resource people for the ‘‘God and 
Community Award’’ for which 
many scouts strive. 


Also, they are called upon to help 
with world badge work within other 
troops — a skill they are adept with 
after spending so many years in 
other countries.

They live in surrounding com- 
munities but heard of the troop and 
asked to join. 


Another senior citizen, Susan 
Shaw, a retired missionary, lives in 
another retirement community. 


Other members include, Gertrue

Hammaker and Ann Comstock, all 
from Pilgrim Place. 


“Yes, we feel like Girl Scouts,” 
they said. ‘“‘We’re interested in the 
fact that we're pioneers of a sort 
and making history,” they said.

With the high and rising costs of 
food today, most people would just 
as soon have fewer mouths to feed. 

But Jake De Jong, who lives in 
county area southeast of Chino, 
spends $13,140 a year feeding more 
than 100 extra mouths. 

And that doesn’t count upkeep on 
the bodies behind those mouths. 

De Jong operates a 500-cow dairy 
on Edison Avenue, but the the herd 
doesn’t have the same effect on 
passing motorists as the other 
creatures in De Jong’s pastures. 

The dairy ranch has two camels, a 
pair of buffalo and two 8-foot 
ostriches. 

The De Jong menagerie also 
includes chickens, ducks, geese 
(both Canadien and tame), guinea 
hens, turkeys, peacocks, deer of all 
sorts, mountain goats, bighorn 
sheep, Texas longhorns, a Scottish 
Highlander steer, a Brahmin steer, 
a couple of watchdogs, a gentle 
riding mule, several cats who live in 
the hay barn and a large herd of 
purebred Tennessee Walker riding 
horses. 

Jong has lived on his Chino dairy 
for five years. He has been

collecting the animals for only four 
years. 

“T had the green pasture for the 
horses. So I decided to keep some 
ducks and geese in there too.

The rancher spends $36 a day to 
feed the menagerie, including six 
bales of hay and 100 pounds of grain 
daily. 

“It’s worth it,’’ he said. ‘““We 
enjoy it and our friends enjoy it. 
Two to 20 cars at a time stop by 
here, especially on weekends, and 
schocl kids come by the busload,” 
he added. 

‘Nowhere else could they go and 
find this assortment of animals,

De Jong and his wife, Lena, have 
three children and nine 
grandchildren.

“In Bellflower in 1941, he milked 
30 cows two times a day by hand for 
at least five years and never missed 
a milking and never missed church 
on Sunday morning. In fact, he was 
saddened because he couldn't get to 
church on Sunday night,’’ Williams 
Said. 


The feed producer added, ‘‘I 
wonder if a guy could get started 
that way nowadays. It would be 
pretty hard, huh?”’ 


Williams looked at De Jong as he 
hitched two Tennessee Walkers to a 
wagon. ‘‘He’s kind of a Horatio 
Alger story, this guy is,’’ Williams 
reflected.

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Board cuts youth terms

Despite rhetorical chest- 
pounding by Governor Jerry 
Brown over the critical 
need to get tough with 
‘people on the streets who 
are committing crimes,” 
the California Youth 
Authority Board, now 
dominated by Brown 
appointees, is continuing to 
cut terms for young 
criminals, an action 
described as ‘‘cause for 
alarm” by the presiding 


judge of the Los Angeles 
County Juvenile Court. 
The board’s increasing 
laxity is far from 
reassuring. According to a 
report issued recently by 
the Los Angeles County 
grand jury, nearly half of 
all serious crimes both in 
California and nationwide 
currently are committed by 
juveniles — not youthful 
pranks or playful acts of 
mischief, but brutal crimes 
of murder, rape, arson, 


armed robbery and 
aggravated assault. 
Juvenile crime statistics 
are staggering. Since 1968, 
the increase in crimes of 
violence committed by 
juveniles has_ far 
outstripped the 
corresponding increase in 
crimes committed by 
adults. In 1974 alone, some 
17,000 violent crimes were 
committed by Californians 


under the age of 18.

Employers can claim tax 
credit to aid handicapped 


Employers may now 
claim a tax credit of up to 
$25,000 for removing 
architectural and 


transportation barriers 
from their business 
facilities. 


An amendment to the tax 
laws went into effect on 
December 31, 1976, and will 
run through January 1, 1980. 
Jonn M. Coulter, Jr., an 
attorney at the Internal 


Revenue Service who 
drafted the credit 
regulations, said, “‘To 


qualify for a tax credit, 
employers must be able to 
prove to the 
commissioner's satisfac- 
tion that building or trans- 
portation alterations were 
made to accommodate 
handicapped and elderly in- 
dividuals.” 


Coulter suggested that 
employers hold on to 
blueprints and building 
permits to substantiate 
their claims. 

“Where an employer 
claims building 
modifications as a 


deduction on the tax form,” 
said Coulter, ‘‘he must 
specify it as an expenditure 
for removing barriers.”’ 
Coulter added, ‘‘It should be 
itemized like any other 
business deduction, and 
should not be confused with 
personal itemized 
deducations such as charity 
donations, or medical 
expenditures.” 

Admissible modifications 
outlined by the 
Architectural and 
Transportation Barriers 
Compliance Board range 
from installing non-slip 
floors to altering at least 
one restroom for 
wheelchair use, to 
reserving seats in the front 
of a bus for handicapped 
and elderly riders. 

Mary Wheat, legislative 
assistant to Sen. Robert 
Dole, one of the sponsors of 
legislation leading to a tax 
credit for barrier removal 
said, “‘The purpose of this 
tax break is to encourage 
employers to. hire 
handicapped people.”’ She 


Recorder to answer 
all information calls 


Starting Nov. 12, most 
local customers of General 
Telephone Co. will hear a 
recorded message before 
they speak to a directory 
assistance operator. 

The recording asks 
customers to use their 
directory assistance 
service only when they 
éan’t find the number in 
their phone book. “‘By 
putting the recording into 
operation, General hopes to 
reduce its number of 
directory assistance calls 
by 25 percent,’’ said Jack 
M..King, public affairs 
administrator for the 
utility. 

“Reduction in the number 
of calls by that amount will 
save the company an 
estimated $2.2 million in the 
first year of operation 
alone. Such cost savings 
ultimately help hold down 
future company requests 
for rate increases,” he 
added. 

The General Telephone 
recording program will 
begin in the 213, 714 and 805 
area codes in Southern 
California Nov. 12. 

In an effort to provide 
statewide uniformity and 
prevent customer 
confusion, the recorded 
message will be identical to 
one of those currently used 
by Pacific Telephone. It 
will state: ‘‘If the number 
you need isn’t in the phone 
book, please stay on the 
line. When the operator 
gives you the number, write 
it down for future use.” 

“Since Pacific Telephone 
introduced its recording in 
the Los Angeles area in 
June and July of 1976, 
directory assistance calls 
placed by its customers 
have been reduced by 25 
percent,’ King observed. 

The call volumte to 
General’s directory 
assistance operators has 
risen 58 percent over the 
past 10 years from about 77 
million in 1967 to 138 million 
last year. 

According to King a 
disproportionate number of 
those calls are made by a 
minority of customers. ‘“‘We

estimate that 7 percent of 
our customers place some 
50 percent of the calls to 
directory assistance. About 
80 percent of our customers 
make three or less such 
calls a month,” he said. 

The increase in volume 
has raised General’s total 
cost of providing directory 
assistance service by 185 
percent in the past 10 years. 
During that time, the cost 
grew from $7.4 million to 
$21.1 million annually. 

“On a per month basis, 
directory assistance cost us 
55 cents per customer 10 
years ago,” King said. 
“Today, that figure is about 
$1 per customer.” 


Solar energy 
loans offered 


Bank of America is in- 
troducing a solar energy 
financing program for 
California homeowners. 

Under the new program, 
which is part of the bank’s 
home improvement loan 
package, qualified 
customers will be able to 
obtain financing for the in- 
stallation of solar hot water 
heating, swimming pool 
heating, home space 
heating and cooling. 

‘Rising energy costs 
from traditional sources 
have made solar energy 
more attractive and many 
systems are of sufficient 
quality for us to offer finan- 
cing for them” said J.A. 
Carrera, executive vice 
president and head of the 
bank’s California Division. 

‘In introducing this 
program, we hope to en- 
courage the development 
and installation of solar 
energy systems. We’re in- 
terested in initiating sound 
lending practices to help br- 
ing solar energy into the 
mainstream.” 

The bank already makes 
available financing for 
other energy-saving im- 
provements such as insula- 
tion, double pane windows 
and more efficient heating 
and cooling systems. 
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added, ‘‘Disabled people 
can't work in a building 
they can't get into, no 
matter how qualified they 
are.” 

Wheat said a tax credit 
seemed like a good method 
of attracting employers 
interest ‘because taxes and 
credits are something that 
employers can understand 
and relate to.”’ 


“We offer this tax credit 
as a positive measure. It 
isn’t punitive,” stresses 
Wheat. ‘“‘We are offering 
employers a chance to show 
the government that their 
hearts are in the right 
place.” 


Congressional hearings to 
review the success of the 
barrier removal tax credit 
will be held after the 1980 
terminiation date. Wheat 
stresses that if employers 
don’t take advantage of the 
program to modify their 
facilities, the tax credit will 
not be extended.

juvenile offenders from the 
streets. It is ironic that as 
juvenile offenders continue 
to grow tougher and their 
crimes more violent, the 
terms handed down by the 
board continue to grow 
shorter. 

In April, statistics 
released by the board 
showed that the median 
time served by juveniles for 
all crimes had dropped 12.5 
percent since 1975, when 


Brown appointees took 
control of the board. 

At the time, juvenile 
parole officers and 
counselors at the California 
Youth Authority protested 
the downward trend in a 
letter to the governor, 
blaming the situation on the 
“permissive attitude’ of 
Brown-appointed board 
members. 

That protest, however, 
apparently went unnoticed 
by the governor and his 
appointees on the board. 
Last week, the board 
released additional 
information indicating that 
the slide in punitive action 
has continued since the last 
report — signaling an 
overall drop in the median 
time served for all offenses 
of about 14 percent since 
1975. 


The board's apparent 
nonchalance toward 
punitive action against 
young criminals is as 
distrubing as it is 
dangerous. Overall, it 
hampers law enforcement 
efforts to keep hard-core 
delinquents off the streets, 
where statistics show that 
chances are good they will 
rape or murder or rob 
again 

As for the governor, if he 
is indeed serious in his call 
for a get-tough attitude 
toward law-breakers, he 
would do well to direct his 
appointees to make good on 
the claims of his rhetoric.

to serve jury duty 


SACRAMENTO 
Justice, blindfolded and 
holding aloft the scales of a 
fair and impartial trial, has 
long been the symbol of a 
keystone freedom in the 
nation. 

It means that ‘‘justice is 
blind’? — that everyone is 
equal under the law. 

After Jan. 1, the symbol 
will take on a more literal 
meaning. California’s 
sightless will be permitted 
for the first time to serve on 
juries, with their right 
protected by law, and 
decide on the fate of their 
peers in criminal and civil 
cases. 


We Tip expands phone tipline 


to include all serious crimes 


We Turn in Pushers, Inc. 
(WeTIP) has extended its 
tipline information opera- 
tion to accept anonymous 
information from _ infor- 


mants about any major 
crime. 
Through use of its 


telephone service, (800) 472- 
7785, informants may 
provide information on per- 
sons involved in major 
felony crimes with a 
guarantee their identities 
will remain anonymous. 

The WeTIP telephone ser- 
vice has been used to 
receive information on drug 
pushers. 

Since its inception in On- 
tario 54% years ago, the 
organization has been 
credited with providing law 
enforcement agencies with 
information that led to the 
seizure of nearly $20 million 
in illegal drugs, the arrest 
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of 1,300 suspected drug 
pushers, and 800 convictions 
of drug dealers and pushers. 

Bill Brownell, WeTIP 
state director, said the ex- 
panded program resulted 
from various law enforce- 
ment agencies showing a 
definite correlation 
between drug traffic and 
other major crimes. 

In fact, he added, the 
state Attorney General's of- 
fice has released statistics 
showing 70 to 80 percent of 
all major crime is drug 
related. 

A number of cities in the 
state which began strong 
narcotics enforcement 
programs began seeing a 
drop in the serious crimes 
rate. The crimes include 
burglary, theft, robbery and 
murder, he added. 

“In addition, information 
on the tipline began to in- 


volve other crimes. Law en- 
forcement agencies started 
seeking cooperation from 
the communities by re- 
questing tipline information 
on drug related crimes. 

“Citizens then began to 
contact the tipline with in- 
formation concerning the 
non-drug related offenses,” 
said Brownell. 

Because of these, WeTIP 
made a survey of law en- 
forcement agencies such as 
district attorney offices, 
coroner offices and the 
state Attorney General’s of- 
fice. The survey showed: 

— The tipline statistics 
revealed an average of 40 
percent more calls are 
received by WeTIP than by 
the law enforcement agen- 
cies. Of these callers, 60 
percent indicated they 
would not contact a law en- 
forcement agency directly 


under any circumstance. 

— WeTIP has realized an 
average 20 percent arrest 
rate in the state. Most law 
enforcement agencies show 
only a 13 to 15 percent 
arrest rate from 
anonymous callers. The 
tipline information is 
therefore helpful to law en- 
forcement agencies. 

— There were 11.2 million 
reported crime incidents in 
1975, according to the 
Uniform Crime Report. 
This is a 9 percent increase 
over 1974. Only 2.4 million 
of these reported crimes 
were cleared. The expanded 
tipline service will help in 
clearing a larger number by 
providing additional infor- 
mation. 

The tipline will be open 
weekdays, 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
and Saturdays from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. has signed legislation, 
authored by Sen. Alex P. 
Garcia, D-Los Angeles, that 
will make it unlawful to 
exclude the blind from jury 
duty unless, in the judgment 
of the court, the unique 
nature of the case makes it 
impractical for a blind 
juror to perform “‘without 
prejudice to the substantial 
rights of the defendant or 
the people.” 

In other words, after Jan. 
1, blind jurors may serve 
unless a direct challenge by 
the prosecution or the 
defense is upheld by the 
court. 

Heretofore, research by 
Garcia’s staff disclosed, 
blind persons sys 
tematically have been 
screened out of jury lists at 
the time of qualifying as 
potential jurors. They never 
even got to the courtroom. 


That all began to change, 
however, last fall when 
Lawrence (Muzzy) 
Marcellino, lobbyist in 
Sacramento for the 
National Federation for the 
Blind, brought the question 
of rights for the sightless to 
the attention of the senator 
from Los Angeles. 


The state of Washington 
last September enacted 
legislation permitting blind 
jurors to serve. Further 
research disclosed that 
Utah, Virginia, Michigan, 
New Jersey, Florida and 
Colorado do likewise. 


In addition, California has 
at least one blind judge who 
has been dispensing justice 
in the Municipal and 
Superior Courts of 
Humboldt County for 25 
years, Judge Donald 
Wilkinson.

e exact relationship of 
lack of fiber in today’s diets 
and the increase of 
digestive disease in 
Western societies has not 
been established yet. But it 
is known that heart disease, 
colon cancer, appendicitis, 
hemorrhoids, diver- 
ticulosis, gallstones, 
varicose veins, phlebitis 
and obesity are vitually un- 
Known among African 
villagers who eat diets high 
in fiber. Genetic 
differences are not respon- 
sible, because Africans who 
adopt Western diets 
gradually develop the same 
diseases. 

Nor did Americans 
always suffer these dis- 
eases. For example, the 
medical journals of the 
1880’s occasionally publish- 
ed a report of colon cancer. 
Today it is the second 
highest cause of cancer 
deaths for men and women. 

The high-roughage diets 
of Africans meant a 
relatively short transit time 
of food through the 
digestive tract. Dr. Dennis 
Burkitt, a British surgeon 
who spent 20 years 
practicing and observing 
diseases in Africa, 
determined the average 
transit time for the African 
villager was 30 hours, 
compared with three days 
for most boys attending an 
English boarding school.

Mann insisted that there 
was no real support for the 
cholesterol/fat hypothesis 
in terms of extensive 
clinical trials.

On the other hand, there 
is a second major fat 
packet in the blood, low 
density lipoprotein (LDL), 
or beta cholesterol. The 
higher the LDL, the greater 
the risk of coronary heart 
disease. ‘‘We know this kind 
of cholesterol is related to 
eating foods high in 
cholesterol and saturated 
fat,” says Dr. William P. 
Castelli, director of 
laboratories for the 
Framingham (Mass.) 
Heart Studies. 


High blood levels of a 
third fat packet, very low 
density lipoprotein (VLDL) 
or pre-beta cholesterol, 
increase the risk of 
coronary heart disease.

In terms of cholesterol, 
then, latest research 
suggests raising HDL and 
lowering LDL and VLDL. 
But, how do you do it? 

The right diet can help 
with each type of 
cholesterol. A diet to raise 


HDL resembles the Asiatic 
or Mediterranean diet — 
emphasizing fish, 
vegetables, cereals and 
provides little, if any meat. 


A smiliar diet — to lower 
LDL and VLDL — 
concentrates on keeping 
fats down and replacing the 
saturated fats of meat, 
butter, etc. with polyunsat- 
urated fats, such as are 
found in corn oil. 


But, it’s not quite as 
simple as when total 
cholesterol was the single 
target. The recent results of 
a Seattle research team 
studying soybean lecithin 
illustrate the point. The 
researchers gave just over 
an ounce of _ this 
phospholipid daily for three 
weeks to 12 volunteers who 
did not have high 
cholesterol levels. They 
found that it did not lower 
total choelsterol levels. 
But, it did lower the LDL 
fraction in the men and 
raised the relative amount 
of HDL in the women.

Thanksgiving marks beginning 
of monthlong holiday eat-a-thon 


Credit for our national observance 
of Thanksgiving goes to Sarah J.B. 
Hale. 

Miss Hale was editor of Ladies

It’s doubtful she knew in 1859 that

Overeating during the holidays is 
both a predictable and pleasurable 
phenomenon. So consider a few tips 
for nutrition and weight control.

Four Food Group system for balan- 
cing the diet. The Four Food Groups 
are milk, meat, vegetables and 
fruits, and breads and cereals. The 
system is based on nutrition re- 
quirements set by the Food and

Apples are one of the 
oldest fruits known to man. 
Stone Age Lake Dwellers 
knew the apple and so did 
the Druids of Britain, the 


Vikings, the ancient 
Hebrews, Greeks and 
Romans. The fruit was 


brought to America by the 
Spaniards. Then each new 
wave of settlers carried 
seeds from their favorite 
varieties with them to the 
new land. Establishing an 
apple orchard was second 
only in importance to cabin 
building and barn raising 
for homesteaders. 

Now also is the time to 
cook up an apple pie or try a 
new apple dessert. The ap- 
ple recipes that follow were 
developed in the test 
kitchens where corn starch 
was used to thicken the ap- 
ple juices. 

Basic Apple Pie 

1 recipe double crust

2/3 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons corn starch 

Ye teaspoon ground cin- 
namon 

¥ teaspoon ground 
nutmeg

6 apples, pared, cored,

-2 tablespons margarine 

Line 9-inch pie plate with 
one half pastry allowing 1- 
inch overhang. Stir together 
sugar, corn starch, cin- 
namon, nutmeg and lemon 
rind.
